CRUISER CONTRACTS AWARDED. 


A R esolution L ooking Toward a 


Proper O bservance o f Our 
N ational H oliday—Etc,

S e c re ta ry T ra c y E x p la in s w h y T h e y w e re 
so A w a rd e d —I n te rv ie w w ith S co tt. 
W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e ICth.—Secretarv Tracy late 
this afternoon decided to settle the contest over 
the contract for 
the big arm ored 8,100-ton 
crHiser, and aw arded it to Cram p * Sons, of 
Philadelphia, a: their bid of f'2.985,000, on their 
ow n plans. The Secretary bases his action on 
two gro u n d s: First, he believed th a t it would 
be bad policy to allow the contracts for both ot 
these cruisers to go to the Pacific coast, and 
thus allow th e w orks of the Cram ps to die out- 
and, secondly, he decides th at the Uutou Iron 
Works at San F rancisco should not be over­ 
crowded, as he w ished them to build some of 
the new battle shiDs th at wi 1 be authorized by 
this Congress. 
' 
An investigation of Cram p's plans for this 
cruiser developed th a t it was suostantially the 
sam e as the departm ent plans except as to 
boiler space aud m ore room for coal; th a t it 
would have four engine rooms and longitud­ 
inal bulkheads. 
The Secretary consulted w ith 
Chief of Construction W ilson and Chief En­ 
gineer M elville, and decided to accept Cram p’s 
bid as noted above. 
The contract for the 5,500-ton cruiser was 
aw arded to the Union Iron Works ou th eir bid 
of Í1,796,000 on the departm ental plans. 
INTERVIEW WITH IRVING M. SCOTT. 
A California Associated Press Agent called 
upon Irving M. Scott to-night and obtained a 
m ost interesting story about how the Examiner 
tried to pose as a great cham pion oi the labor­ 
ing m en in general and of the aau Francisco 
ironm olders in particular. 
On Saturday tBeilr<t)Htnfr’« W ashington corre­ 
spondent received a telegram from W illiam K. 
H earst of San Francisco, instructing him to go 
w ith Senator H earst to see the Secretary Tracv 
and ask him to w ithhold the aw ard uf the con­ 
tract for the cruisers to the Union Iron Works, 
w hich would furnish a basis for lorcing a com ­ 
prom ise betw een the San Francisco iron m an- 
uiacturers and the iron moiders, as the strike at 
San Francisco was paralyzing business on the 
Pacific coast and was disastrous to the working­ 
m en. 
“ Now,” said Mr. Scott, “the Examiner's great 
schem e was to create the im pres-ion th at the 
Navy D epartm ent would not aw ard the contract 
to San Francisco ou account of the iron m oiders’ 
strike. The J-Uaminer eorrespondeut then tele­ 
graphed to his paper th at Tracy had said that 
the strike at San Francisco w ould seriously in ­ 
terfere w ith th e aw arding ol the contrae, tó the 
Union Iron Works. 
“ The Examiner w anted to pose as a great 
arbitrator betw een the em ployers and striking 
m en and blew its bassoon as the cham pion of 
labor. Now I happen to know th a t the strike 
at San Francisco iu no way enters into the m at­ 
ter at the Navy D epartm ent, lor Secretarv 
Tracy him self told m e th a t it cut no figure in 
the m atter. Tracy sent the following telegram 
to the Risdon Iron Works; 
“ ‘The Examiner was m isinform ed. 
I regret 
the strike, but my action w ill not be influenced 
by it.’ 
“ The way 1 happened to get word ol th e Ex­ 
aminer's schem e was this: 1 was going into the 
Navy D epartm ent building, and m et Congress­ 
m an Clunie com ing out. aud the latter said to 
me: ’I told Tracy that the San Francisco strike 
ought not to interfere with the aw arding of the 
contract to you.’ This created a suspicion in 
my m ind, and following the m atter up, I got 
onto the Examiner's little schem e, in which it 
has been badly defeated. 
Before aw arding the 
contract Secretary Tracy received th e follow­ 
ing telegram from San Francisco: 
" ‘The ilom iii'i Examiner announces th at you 
decline aw arding the contract to th e Union 
Iron Works lor the cruisers, although they are 
the lowest bidders, unless they com prom ise the 
present m oiders’ strike, because you tear they 
cannot get the m achinery castings out in tim e, 
but we. the undersigned, being all the leading 
founders of the Stute of California, declare th a t 
we are not affected by any strike, am i th at our

the apprentice boy’s right to learn a trade, and 
w ho m ake m en surrender th eir individual free­ 
dom and lim it the am ount of work they shall 
do and fix the m inim um wages they shall re­ 
ceive. all of w hich violates the Constitution of 
the United States. 
“The San F rancisco m oiders have m aintaiued 
the m ost Frutal and tyrannical Union in the 
country. These m en have never provided any 
facUities to im prove tn eir individual, m oral or 
m ental condition by the estahlisnm ent of a hall 
or other institution to im prove their craft, but 
have m aintained an ironclad organization, in 
w hich every m em ber surrenders his liberty. 
O ther and more hum ane associations have pro­ 
vided for and received as high wages w ithout 
the extrem e m easures which the Sau Francisco 
m oiders take, aud who work in harm ony w ith 
th eir em ployers and theirow n bes; interests."

D E A D L Y GAS. 


T e rr ib le E x p lo sio n in a C oal M ine in 
P e n n s y lv a n ia 
PiTTsnt'R G , June 16th.—An explo ion occurred 
th is m orning ia the F arm H ill m ine near Dun­ 
bar, and only ten m en escaped. There are at 
least forty men iu th e pit, and it is believed 
th at they have been suffocated. 
The excitem ent is very great, as it lias been Im- 
possibie to render any assistance up to the pres­ 
en t tim e. F'ull particulars of the actual loss of 
life cannot he given. 
A nother dispatch (rom Connellsville says: An 
explosion of tire dam n occurred to d a y :n the 
Farm H iH m ine at L uubar, w heu all tite men 
were in she pit. Fifteen m en have been taken 
out badly injured. The others are thought to 
be dead. 
A volunteer party is now digging for 
them . A private dispatch says sixty rive m en 
were in the m ine, and of this num ber tlitoen 
have been rescued. It is believed that the oth­ 
ers are dead. 
I.ATtlR ACCOUNT. 
Dunrar (Pa.), Juno 16th.—This m orning a 
sudden roar shook the lowly m iners’ dw ellings 
on the hills in F'ayette coum y near this pla e. 
H undreds of affrighted people, w ho knew the 
town too w ell, aud who feared another m ine 
disaster, soon found their apprehensions well 
grounded. 
Iu a m om ent the fcartul news 
spread that the m ine had exploded. The low 
brows of the hill from w hich the stupe entered 
shook from m outh to pit. and a score ot m iners’ 
houses lining the fatal b ill shook for a m om ent, 
and then pouted out th eir frenzied inm ates by 
the hundreds. A rush w as m ade to the m onth 
oi the pit, but ingress was impossible, as smoke 
iu dense volum es was issuing forth. 
Fifty-two m iLcrs had gone to work this m orn­ 
ing and w ere iu the stope w hen the explosion 
occurred. Of these fifty-two, eighteen were in 
the leit heading aud got out all rigat. The re­ 
treat ol the others was cut off, aud not one es­ 
caped.

Of 
these, tw enty-one we-re m arried and have fam i­ 
lies. 
The m ine, it seems, has been som ew hat 
trenb ed w ith water, and an air shi-.f: had been 
drilled fn>m tbe surface to th e junction of the 
right and leit shaft», w here the w ater seem ed 
to be mn.-t abundant. 
As the m iners branched 
off from this point thev knew an air-hole had 
been drilled there, and th a t this place had 
been broken into the m ine, but they did uot 
know th at the shait w«s to be broken into to­ 
day, this shaft, by-the-wsy, being a six-inch 
hole. 
A m iner nam ed K erwin had been left in the 
right drift near w here th a t branch joined the 
m iner»’ exit, and, in the course of his labors, 
broke into th e p-wpendicular shaft. The mo­ 
m ent this w ss broken into, a fiooi of w ater 
gushed out. Kerwin and a m an nam ed Landy, 
who was standing by, yelled out tor some otie 
to save the tneu iu th e right shaft, as the w ater 
poured down the bill in a stream , aud they 
feared they w ould drow n. 
Young David Hayes, w ho had seen th e affair, 
leajsed forward at the call and turned down the 
left d rilt to w arn his endangered com rades be­ 
low. Just as he past the air shaft th a t b ad been 
been broken into, the rush of w ater changed to 
an ugiy roar, w hich blanched th e cheeks of the 
m en. The flow o f w ater bad changed to a 
deadly volum e of tierce fire dam p, and as young 
llay es swung by the shsft a flash of blazing 
llghl slid through tbe shaft from end to end: it 
seem ed daring. T he young m au carried an 
open burning m iner's lam p in hi» hand, and he 
had hardly taken a step beyond the roaring 
shaft w heu a spark ignited the reservoirs ot 
deadly fire, and he s.u-k a corpse tva feet to­ 


w ard the m en h e had hoped to save and the 
m en he had certainly doom ed. Iu an instant 
an unquenchable fire sprang up iu the nine-foot 
vein, just between the m ain entrance and the 
right drilt, forever shutting off the thirty-tw o 
m en im prisoned there. 
Poor old David Hayes, father of the m istaken 
hero, driven nrad by the fate o f his son, dashed 
into the sulphurous sm oke aud 
strangling 
fire-damp, only to fall.blindly by the side of his 
son and to be dragged out an hour later w itn 
Jam es Shefiu, both of w hom were recognized 
only by th eir wives. 
The fire was fanned by th e air from th e m ain 
drift to the fatal shaft, it soon spreading into 
an aw iul conflagration. 
At m idnight th e sm oke and gas from the 
right shaft poured up the m ain ex it in un- 
broked volum es, and after trials alm ost beyond 
hum an endurance, th e rescuing party gave up 
all hopes of ever rescuing th eir com rades’ dead 
bodies from th at eutrance, R nd turned th eir at­ 
tention to the Terguson m ine, a m ile aud a h alf 
away. 
At this hour (2 a . M j they are striving to pen­ 
etrate from th a t m ine, but the flames and 
sm oke balk th eir every effort. 
The universal verdtct from old m iners about 
the shaft to-night is th a t the entom bed m en 
have eith er been killed outright bv the explo­ 
sion or later suffocation. 
The m en say th at had they know n the shaft 
was to be broken into they would never have 
entered the m ine, as eith er w ater or gas would 
surely follow. Tho ow ners, how ever, and, in 
fact, som e of the m en them selves, sav it was an 
accident, pure and sim ple, tn a t could not have 
been avoided. 
The disaster is the worst ever known in the 
Connellsville region. The dam age to the m ine 
cannot now be estim ated, but the ow ners .'ear 
the stope is lost. 


N E W E L E C T IO N L A W . 


S o m e o f *Ue F e a tu r e s o f t h e B ill N ow 
B e fo re C o n g re ss. 
Washington. Ju n e 16th.—The national elec­ 
tion bill, fram ed by the House R epublican Cau­ 
cus Com m ittee has been printed. The princi­ 
pal feam res are th a t the chief Supervisors of 
Elections in judicial districts are charged w ith 
the execution ol the law , w hich is to apply to 
Federal elections in cities o f 2,000 inhabitants 
or upwards, and in the entire Congressional dis­ 
tricts. exclusive o f such cities, upon the appli­ 
cation to the Supervisor of 100 voters, or in 
counties or parishes form ing a Dart of the Con­ 
gressional district, upon the application ol fifty 
voters. 
The Supervisors are required to m ake in towns 
of 2,000 people, or upw ards, a thorough house- 
to-house canvass before th e election: to inform 
the voters, upon inquiry, w here and in w hat 
box to deposit th eir ballots, and to scrutinize 
naturalizations. 
Iu canvassing the votes, th e State laws are to 
govern, except th a t all ballots are to be counted 
by tens, first by the Inspectors of Election, and 
second by the Supervisors, the local election 
officers and Supervisors keeping separate tally 
sheets, w hich are to be counted. R eturns are 
to be m ade by the Supervisor of the Con­ 
gressional vote, w ho is to tabulate and refer 
them to the U. S. Board o f Cauvassers w hich is 
to be appointed by the U nited States Court, and 
to consist of three citizens of the State, aiul 
persons of good repute, n o t m ore th an two of 
whom are to be of the sam e parly. 
The Board is to couveue on Septem ber l ’th of 
each even year, aDd declare am i certify to the 
result of the election, and send one return to 
the Clerk of the House, one to the Governor of 
the State, and one to th e Chief Supervisor of 
Elections. The Clerk of the House is to place 
upon the roll th e nam es of the persons declared 
elected by the U nited States Canvassers, in ease 
there is a difference in th e result reached by 
them and by the State election officers.

M a r ip o s a (via Merced), Ju n e 15th.—A voung 
m an nam ed Joseph FL Grosgean, who resided 
w ith his parents and other m em bers of the 
fam ily at the old John Brown ranch, iu the 
Red M ountain district, was assassinated by 
tom e unknow n person yesterday under circum ­ 
stances w hich up to date are involved in mys­ 
tery. 
Y’oung Grosgean started w ith a m ower on the 
m orning of the day nam ed to cut hay in a field 
about h&lf a m ile from the house. About 9 
o’clock a sister of his, w ho had been accus­ 
tom ed to raking bay, followed w ith a horse- 
rake. On arriving in sight of the m ower she 
saw her brother stretched aeon the ground w ith 
his arm s extended. A tter calling him and re­ 
ceiving no answ er, she approached. 
Upon 
closer exam ination she m ade the terrible dis­ 
covery th at he was dead. Horrified at the sight, 
she ran to th e house for aisistauce aud gave the 
alarm . 
A further exam ination of the body revealed 
the fact th a t he had been shot through the 
heart, the bullet entering iu front aud com ing 
out near the backbone. The Coroner’s jury ren­ 
dered a verdict in aecordauce w ith uie above 
facts. 
Tracks were discovered of some one having 
come through the feuce n ear w here the body 
was found, aud m ade an exit at another point. 
Officers are out trying to trail the assassin. 
At a funeral to-day a young lady attending 
fell irom the carriage, sustaining a fractured 
arm . 
F’rank L. W ilbern, living about a m ile from 
Mariposa, took an overdose of laudanum aud 
was found -lead yesterday. 
He had been in ill 
health for the last two years. The verdict ot 
the jury was that it was au unintentional act. 
Deceased was an old citizen au d a w ealthy laud 
owner.

PRIZE - FIGHTING AND THE STATE 
LAW. 
The Governor, feeling that the State is 
gaining an unenviable reputation abroad, 
and is being disgraced at home on account 
of the slogging craze, has called upon the 
Attorney-General for an opinion as to 
what steps can be taken to put a stop to 
the disgraceful practice. It is to be ex­ 
pected that the Attorney-General will 
reply in the words of the law, that all 
manner of ring contention for prizes, and 
without deadly weapons is unlawful; that 
it ought to be suppressed, and that au­ 
thorities who license it, encourage it, and 
reap a prolit, even for municipal treas­ 
uries from it, ought to he prosecuted for 
malfeasance, or be impeached for gross 
prostitution of their offices. 
It is simply amazing that decent citi­ 
zens of California sit quietly by and sub­ 
mit to the State being blackened as is be­ 
ing done by this foul craze for slogging. 
In the face of the action of the Chicago 
athletic club that last week voted that the 
bruiser John L. Sullivan 3liould not dis­ 
grace their gymnasium by enlering it, 
even to give a mere exhibition, the action 
of San Francisco in licensing prize-fight­ 
ing and specifying the weight of gloves to 
be used, and in sending police officers to 
act as witnesses, juries and Judges to de­ 
termine when the law is invaded, and 
when it is not, is shameful, and makes 
every citizen of any sensibility blush for 
the State. 
The action of the Sujiervisors of San 
Fra: cisco in licensing that which the 
State law positively prohibits ought to 
secure the impeachment of every member 
who voted for the disgraceful ordinance. 
The action was taken under the contempt­ 
ible plea of ‘‘regulating” what “could not 
be prohibited,” but all Supervisors voting 
fur the ordinance nevertheless violated 
the oath they took to sustain the Consti­ 
tution and the laws. It is simply a lie 
that prize-fighting cannot be suppressed in 
San Francisco. Chief Crowley so denom­ 
inates it. lie savs he can stop it inside of 
an hour, if the Supervisors will permit 
him to do so, and the Courts will refuse 
to recognize the unconstitutional ordi­ 
nance licensing it. The State law is very 
explicit. It says: 
Every person who engages in. institutes, en­ 
courages or promotes any ring or prize fight, or 
any other premeditated fight or contcntiem [without 
deadly weapons], either as principal, aid, sec­ 
ond umpire, surgeon or otherwise, is punishable 
by imprisonment In the State Prison not exceed­ 
ing two years. 
Attention is invited to the italicized 
words, the italics being ours. It will be 
teen that it is not necessary that the con­ 
testants should fight with malice toward 
one auother; it is not necessary that there 
should enter into the match any feeling 
whatever. It is a violation of the law if 
it is a “ring” fight, and though there is no 
prize or purse or money award to the 
victor. It is unlawful if it is a mere fist­ 
icuff contention and is premeditated. A 
fight does not necessarily imply that there 
shall be hot blood, or anger, or excited 
passions. It is a fight when two persons 
engage for a reward for the purpose of 
te-ting the physical capacity of one to 
beat Ihe other into insensibility, or in­ 
ability to resist his opponent. 
Webster defines a “fight” to be a con­ 
tention for victory, and “prize fighting” to 
be contention by boxers or fighters in pub­ 
lic, for a reward or a wager. Every con­ 
test before the licensed athletic clubs of 
Fan Francisco is a contention between 
b<>xers for a reward or wager, and is in 
public, liecause a fee is charged for ad­ 
mission. It is none the less an admission 
fee that it is covered by the phrase “rnem- 
l*r»bip lee.” That the Supervisors of 
San Francisco designate five-ouuce gloves 
a s lawful amounts to nothing. There is 
no exception in the State law, and a con­ 
tention with any sized glove, if it is a 
fight, an effort to win, to achieve victory, 
to down and disable an opponent, is a vio­ 
lation of the law and it has been so re­ 
peatedly held in other States that have 
laws identical with ours. 
There is a broad distinction between 
boxing, fencing, and other manly sports, 
and fi-t and “finish” fighting, and there 
need be no stumbling because of an ap­ 
parent similarity. No one has yet bad 
anything to say against boxing, which in 
its true practice is less harmful, dangerous 
aud exhausting than baseball playing. All 
along the friends of slogging have con­ 
fused the question of suppression and reg­ 
ulation with the assertion that it is l>ox- 
ing up to a certain point and slogging after 
that, and that hence the ordinance defin­ 
ing what is and what is not lawful was 
wise. But it is not given to the Supervis­ 
ors of San Francisco to enact in Interpre­ 
tation of the law. Interpretation is the 
office of the Courts. Nor have the Super­ 
visors of San Francis»» the right to estab­ 
lish a police officer as a sole judge of what 
is a fight and what is not; as to how far a 
fight for coin or a prize shall go, and at 
what lim it it must cease. Fortunately as 
yet police officers are not vested with the 
functions of Judges, juries and witnesses. 
It is to be hoped that the reply of the 
Attorney-General will set the local officers 
thinking, and result in the entire suppres­ 
sion of a practice that is making the State 
the object of shame and reproach through­ 
out the land. We have enough for the 
police of our cities to do without spending 
their time as judges of the prize ring and 
other fights. It was never intendetl that 
they sh uld be employed in that way, as 
they are, for instance, in this city. It was 
never intended by the Lzgislature that the 
law should he limited by the size of gloves, 
or the use of the aucient festus, with which 
the gladiators knocked in each other’s 
skulls in the arena to the delight of a 
crow»! of brutalized people, who never 
more persistently turned their thumbs 
down to secure a finish fight, than do the 
attendants at the so-calIe<i athletic clubs 
in San Francisco, licensed to murder by 
the grace of the Supervisors of that city.

without all this unjust and snarling ciiti- 
cism ? Whose affair is it, but that of the 
bride and bridegroom? She was a poor 
girl, left an orphan at a tender age. She 
took to the stage as a means of making a 
living, aud in her brief career has won 
wealth and dramatic position. It is not 
charged that she has cheated or robbed 
any one of his money, or that she has 
taken illegitimate means in her profession 
of inducing the public to come out and see 
her act in the drama. Why, then, should her 
affairs be public pnqierty ? She does not likei 
she says, a “grand wedding.” She marries 
the man of her heart, and she is his choice 
from boyhood. The two are content to be 
wedded in the presence of a few friends, 
and to decline the publicity in which cer­ 
tain sensational newspapers would dearly 
like to indulge at the expense of her 
privacy. She certainly has the right, as 
has any other good woman, to object-to 
the effort by the Paul Prv press to inquire 
into her reasons for not making a show of 
herself on her wedding day. The truth is, 
says one dispatch, that she is retiring in 
disposition, does not wish to court the at­ 
tention of the illustrated press, nor to 
make her wedding a public concern, be­ 
sides which, her mother is an invalid aud 
hopelessly sick, and the actress sensibly 
thinks that “a great a-do” would lie, un­ 
der the circumstances, in bad taste. This 
much the reporters appear to have squeezed 
out of one member of the family of the 
groom. The whole speculative chatter of 
the dispatches about the Nuvarro-Ander- 
son marriage is discreditable to the news- 
gatherers. They might well turn their 
attention to topics of greater public con­ 
cern and affairs that interest the people at 
large, which the marriage of a modest and 
retiring actress certainly does not. 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 
The American Standard, published in 
San Francisco, has entered upon its fourth 
volume with the same vigor which char­ 
acterized its course since it was started. It 
is an absolutely fearless exponent oí 
American doctrines, and tells many truths 
that its time-serving contemporaries dare 
not utter. It is steaiiiy making its influ­ 
ence felt in the State, and although it has 
an up-hili fight it returns to the charge 
each week with a spirit that commands 
ad miration. 


AMUSEMENTS. 
The Metropolitan Theater was filled last 
night by a representative audience to wel­ 
come an old time favorite, W. H. Crane, 
who appeared in ihe title role of a capital 
American comedy by Lloyd and Iiosen- 
fe!d, entitled “The Senator.” 
A3 to the play, it may be said to repre­ 
sent the better type of American comedy, 
which is rapidly, with us, displacing for­ 
eign productions and developing character 
distinctively American, a fact that such 
plays as “Shenandoah.” “The Henrietta.” 
and similar recent productions, aioDg wilh 
“ The Senator,” is emphasizing, and that 
foreign critics are beginning to admit. We 
may not have a complete American dram­ 
atic school for a half century yet, but so 
far as chaste comedy moving upon the 
upper levels of literary ability and repre­ 
sentative of the better social element is 
concerned, we have that alreadv. It is not 
as yet sufficiently established, but it will 
be brief time only before it will take its 
place as distinctively and permanently as 
British comedy. 
So much may not per­ 
haps be said for heavier American dram ­ 
atic work; nor upon the lower levels—as 
for instance in burlesque—have we pro­ 
duced any work comparable with the for­ 
eign product. But we have struck a happy 
mean for initial effort in comedy, as evi­ 
denced by such delightful plays” as “The 
Senator.” 
Mr. Crane is the ideal of the picture of 
the Western Senator the 
dramatist 
drew. It is very rare indeed that one 
witnesses such a close sympathy betwten 
piaywnght and actor as in this in­ 
stance. Mr. Crane tests his power of en­ 
tertaining by surrounding himself with 
actors as cjinpetent as himself, if notas 
specially gifted in comedy. His company 
is so superior that one is not disposed to 
mention one actor iu preference to another. 
Bu’, if undpr necessity of doing so, one 
would put Georgie Drew Barrymore at the 
head of the support. Her acting is very 
near to the perfect coinage of art, as is also 
that of the “old man” of Mr. Padgett. It 
might be said that this is true also of the 
bashful monotone Lieutenant of Mr. 
Frawley, if it were not for the fact that the 
character is an exaggeration—more, in­ 
deed, than a satire. 
It is a thoroughly strong and highly- 
accomplished troupe from one end of its 
roster to the other; more than that, it is 
needless to say Mr. Craue has lost none of 
that heartiness of manner that made him 
so great a favorite here a few years ago. 
His Senator Rivers is a creation, distinct, 
rounded e.cd complete, but we suspect that 
for its evolution Mr. Crane had some sug- 
ges'ive study iu mind after all. 
The warmth of his reception last even­ 
ing must have been very gratifying to him ; 
it was sincere—of that he can have no 
doubt. 
The audience was thoroughly 
pleased ; it testified, as only an intelligent 
assemblage can, Us high appreciation of 
the chaste humor and keen wit of the 
play and of the rare skill with which it is 
presented. “The Senator” for the last 
time to night.

STATE EDUCATIONAL EXHIBIT. 
A Sacram ento Offer of a Prize for a 
W orld’s Fair Feature. 
It will be remembered that the Depart­ 
ment of Public lustruction of the State of 
California was awarded a gold medal at the 
Paris Exposition for its exhibit of our 
State text-books, our school laws, educa- 
cational reports, record books and a com­ 
plete set of the books used in conducting 
our public schools. This fact has induced 
the First National Bank of D. 0. Mills & 
Co., of this city, to authorize State School 
Superintendent Hoitt to offer $100 as a 
premium to be awarded by him for the 
best plan for a California educational ex­ 
hibit at the great exposition of 1893, in 
Chicago. The plans must be submitted in 
writing and placed in the hands of the Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction, at Sac­ 
ramento, on or before December 1, 1890, 
under seal, and indorsed, “Plans for Cali­ 
fornia’s Educational Exhibit.” The names 
and addresses of the parties competing 
must accompany, under another cover, 
each plan submitted. The award will be 
made by a committee appointed by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction." The 
names of those submitting plans will not 
be known to the committee until after the 
award is made. 
In furtherance of this excellent idea, Su- 
perintendant Hoitt has addressed a circular 
letter to the Superintendents and teachers 
of the public schools of the State, in which 
he says: 
I now desire to call your attention to the op­ 
portunity offered to the educational department 
of California to show at the World’s Fair, to be 
held at Chicago in 1S93, the best work done in 
the schools themselves. 
While all the other departments of industry 
in the State are organizing lor a grand display 
at Chicago, let us make on tnat occasion au ed­ 
ucational exuibit lor California which shall 
surp-iss anything of the kind yet seen in Amer­ 
ica or elsewhere. Let us compete with the 
world for the grand prize. 
With our free kindergartens, cur primarv aDd 
grammar schools, our hieh aud normal schools, 
and our Cogswell Polytechnic S.hool (all sec 
oud to none), and our efficient corns of County 
and City Suiierintendents aud 5,500 teach rs, 
unsurpassed, iu ability, by auy equal number 
in auy State in the Union, I am confident that, 
with proper organization aud a uuited effort, 
we shall stand more than an even chance in 
the competition. 
In accordance witli law, I shall call a bien­ 
nial convention of the School Superintendents 
of California, to meet next December. At that 
meeting this subject should be fully discussed 
aud some plan adopted for the exhibit. That 
this plan may be wise aud intelligent, I most 
earnestly urge the Superintendents aud teach­ 
ers to give, in the meantime, careful thought 
to the matter. 
The great variety and beauty of our California 
woods, Irom which to prepare handiwork; the 
almost endless variety of our minerals, from 
which to collect cabinets; our abundant, beau­ 
tiful and rich flora, irom which to arrange an 
herbarium, offer facilities and afford au oppor­ 
tunity to the schools of Califoruia possessed by 
no other State in the nation The very efforts 
made by the teachers and pupils in the prepa­ 
ration for such au exhibit will give lessons that 
wili l>e of immeasurable value to the educa­ 
tional development ot the State. Let the Su 
perinteudents, teachers and pupils ot California 
do their duty, ami I am sure the State will 
have occasion to he proud of her sous aud 
daughters.

THE TRUSTEES REVOKE THE LICENSES 
OF TWO OF THEM. 


S ou ie o f th e W orst D en s on K S treet 


N ot E ven R eferred to —O ther 


B u sin ess. 


At yesterday's meeting of the City T rus­ 
tees Frank Powers appeared in behalf of 
the Sacram ento Electric Company and 
asked the Beard to give the company three 
■weeks’ farther time in which to explain 
the system to the Trustees. The request 
was granted. 


DEMAND FOB MORE WATER. 
A. M. Mona, who is employed in the 
New Helvetia Cemetery, complained that 
he could get no water from the city mains, 
and at the same tim e East Park and other 
adjoining places could get it. T he sprink­ 
lers took all the water in the night time, 
and even then the force was so slight that 
it took half an hour to fill a cart. 
It was decided to refer the m atter to the 
Superintendent of the W ater W orks. 


CANINE LUXURIES. 
An am endm ent to the dog ordinance 
was reau by the Mayor, providing tor a 
tax of $1 50 for male dogs and $2 50 for 
females. 
It was passed. 


SIDEWALK OBSTRUCTIONS. 
Trustee M cLaughlin resurrected hislong- 
lost sidewalk ordinance and subm itted it 
to the Board. 
The ordinance provides 
that, outside of business hours, no firm 
shall perm it any obstruction to rem ain on 
the sidewalk, or any articles of freight. 
The Mayor said he would oppose the 
ordinance it it compelled persons to re­ 
move their show-windows from the side­ 
walk, but he understood this was not the 
object, and would vote for the passage of it. 
The roll was called and the ordinance 
passed unanim ously. 
J. N. Porter asked that the Board per­ 
m it Mr. Klebits to put down a few boards 
in his sidewalk a: Fifth and I streets. The 
m atter was referred to the Street Commis­ 
sioner. 


NUISANCE COMPLAINED OF. 
I). H. QuiDn appeared before the Board 
and stated that the waste water from the 
sprinklers’ hydrant on Eighth street, be­ 
tween P and Q, lan off and formed a pool 
near the corner of the alley, and on 
account of standing there so long it had 
become stagnant and was quite offensive. 
The m atter was referred to Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin. 
A CLOSED STREET. 
Thom as Churchm an wanted Twenty- 
ninth street from B lo H , aDd T hirtieth 
from C to E, opened so that he could do 
some grading. 
Taken under advisement. 


TENTH VS NINTH STREET. 
M. J. Dillm an appeared before the Board 
and again brought up the question as to 
w hether Tenth or N inth street, from N to 
V, should be graded. 
Mayor Comstock said he would vote for 
the city to pay ODe-half the expense of 
grading from R to Y, if Tenth street was 
selected, but if the Board decided to grade 
N inth he would oppose donating anything. 
Trustee McLaughlin wanted N inth street 
graded, in preference to Tenth. 
After some discussion on the subject, the 
Street Commissioner again asked for a 
week's further time, for some reason or 
other, and the m atter was again postponed. 


UNCLE SAM’s DEATH-TRAr. 
Mayor Comstock thought the sidewalk 
at Seventh and K. streets ought to be pat 
in safe condition, but the Street Commis­ 
sioner said he didn't propose to do any­ 
thing more in 
the way of improving 
property that belonged to the Government. 
W hen the city did do some work on the 
property a few weeks ago and presented a 
bill for it, they were told that it would not 
be paid. 
Mr. M cLaughlin moved that the m atter 
bt "eferred to the custodian of the prop- 
er.y, and that he be notified to pHt the 
sidewalk in a safe condition. It was so 
ordered. 


“ l a d ie 3’ e n t r a n c e ' ’ sa l o o n s. 
City Attorney H alt addressed the Board 
in regard to a certain class of saloons that 
existed and were being built in this city. 
H e referred to that class which had back 
rooms which young girls and women often 
visited. 
Mr. H art stated that he had w rit­ 
ten to the authorities of Oakland asking 
for a copy of a sim ilar ordinance passed in 
that city, which had been sustained in the 
Courts. 
H e did not receive it in tim e for 
exam ination, but had drawn np one which 
he thought could be perfected by next 
Monday and be ready for passage. 
H e read the ordinance, which provided 
that no person shall establish a saloon, 
dance-ball or bar-room in the city of Sac­ 
ram ento without first obtaining the per­ 
mission of the ¡Board of Trustees. After 
such permission is granted the consent of 
a majority of citizens living in the block 
ic which the saloon is to be located, will 
have to be obtained, and after this the 
keeper of the saloon shall tile a bond in 
the sum of $500 to conduct an orderly 
house, and perm it no girls under IS years 
of age to enter bis place. 
Anyone vio­ 
lating the ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
SIDEWALK RESTAURANT. 
Trustee McLaughlin stated that an eat­ 
ing stand was being built on the sidewalk 
at Third and L streets, and that the owner 
had informed him that be had obtained 
perm ission from the Mayor and City A t­ 
torney. 
Mayor Comstock said he had given no 
such permission, and City Attorney H art 
said he was never spoken to in regard to 
the m atter. 
It was ordered that Mr. H einrich be in ­ 
structed to tear down his stand. 


A CITIZEN SHOCKED. 
E. M. Leitch spoke to the Board in re­ 
gard to the conduct on the street ot ceitain 
fallen women who lived on L street. He 
said that at different times, to his knowl­ 
edge, they appeared on the sidewalk in 
a nude or sem i-nude condition, and that 
the sight was disgusting. 
The Mayor said it was the duty of the 
police to see that such conduct was not 
tolerated, and City Attorney H art added 
that there was a State law that could be 
enforced in such cases. 


THERE ARE TWO DIVES IN THE CITY. 
The Mayor wanted the licenses of a 
couple of saloons in town revoked. H e bad 
positive proof that in two cases girls were 
found in an intoxicated condition in them, 
and be believed these two places ought to 
be suppressed. 
The Street Commissioner said he wasn't 
going to vote to close any saloon until he 
was satisfied, beyond a doubt, that it was 
an undesirable place. 
A recess was taken until 1:30 p. m. 
A ftern o o n S essio n . 
M .G . Dandried and a couple of other 
property-owners on J street, out near the 
city limits, appeared at the afternoon ses­ 
sion. and protested against the grading and 
graveling of J street. They argued that for 
several blocks in that end of the city the 
street wonld require only a few loads of 
gravel to place it in excellent condition. 
One citizen, who owns considerable prop­ 
erty on both 1 and J streets, thought that 
he should not be required to improve on 
both streets in one year. 
He was willing 
to pay his share for I street, but wanted the 
J street m atter deferred until next year. 
After some further discussion the m atter 
was referred to Trustee M cLaughlin, to re­ 
port at the next meeting. 


TWO DIVE LICENSES REVOKED. 
Chief of 
Police Drew addressed the 
Board in regard to dives and disreputable 
places. In reply to questions by the Mayor, 
he said that some vouog girls had been 
found in rooms in the rear of the Theater 
Exchange Saloon, in the Clunie building. 
T he girls were respectively 15 and 16 years 
of age. 
He also reported the finding of 
three girls in Petei ltossa s “ Rosebud"' sa­ 
loon on L street, one night, in company 
w ith negroes. 
Mr. W olf suggested that the Chief of 
Police m ake out a list of dives that sbonld 
be closed, and report to the Board at its 
next meeting. 
Chief Drew said he had fonnd the girls 
in the Theater Exchange again after he 
had warned the proprietor against.'allowing 
m inors to enter therein. There were also 
b i b there. 
The Msyor thought this was sufficient 
evidence "on which to revoke the license 
held by the proprietor of the place. 
Mr. M cLaughlin said there were m any 
such places that were perhaps just as bad 
as those referred to, and he believed in 
treating them ail alike. 
The M ayor said he thought that Rossa's 
saloon ami the one in the Clunie building 
should be closed at once, as they were 
know n to have violated the law in harbor­ 
ing minors. 
Mr. W olf moved that the Chief of Police 


report to the Board next week a list of all 
places th at should be closed. So ordered. 
The Mayor then moved that the two 
specified by him be closed at once, and de­ 
m anded a roll-call. 
Mr. M cLaughlin said there was no snch 
thing as ordering the saloons closed. There 
m ost be a regular procedure of arrest and 
prosecution. 
Mayor 
Comstock then 
amended his 
motion so as to provide for having the 
licenses of the Rossa and Theater E x­ 
change saloons revoked. 
On call of the roli the Mayor and Trus­ 
tee W olf voted aye, and Trustee McLaugh­ 
lin no. The latter said he desired more 
evidence as to the facts before he could 
vote to revoke a license. 


STORAGE OF COAL OIL. 
M ayor Comstock said he had investi­ 
gated the m atter of the storage of oil with­ 
in the city lim its, but desired more tim e to 
report, as he desired to consult w ith the 
City A ttorney. So ordered. 
Mr. Cronkite, on behalf of the Standard 
Oil Company, stated that that company 
had a little more oil stored in the city than 
it desired to keep in its warehouse, and 
was working it off as rapidly as possible. 
The company had no intention of storing 
more than a sm all am ount of oil, just 
enough to supply the immediate demands 
of its customers. B ut there had been an 
extra qaantity received, and they were 
obliged to store it in the city warehouse 
tem porarily. As fast as the company could 
get rid of it the oil would be removed. 


SINKING AND INTEREST FUND. 
Mr. W olf was granted another week in 
which to report i» regard to the m atter of 
apportioning the water-works receipts, and 
it was granted. H e said he had not been 
able consult sufficiently with certain attor­ 
neys. 
EXTENSION OF A FRANCHISE. 
R. S. Carey came before the Board and 
asked the passage of an ordinance extend­ 
ing for one year the franchise granted him 
to 
construct street-railroad 
tracks 
on 
Third, from K to Q, and on Seventh from 
K to H, up H to Tenth, to F, and out F to 
Twentieth. H e said he had all he could 
attend to in raising and im proving his O 
and H street lines, and could not well do 
the work now. 
The ordinance went over until next Mon­ 
day, under the rules. 
Under the franchise as granted one third 
of the work was to have beeu done by July 
24th of this year. 


STREETS ORDERED IMPROVED. 
Mr. M cLaughlin presented a petition, 
signed by a majority of the property-owners 
on L street between Fifteenth and Twenty- 
eighth, asking that those blocks be ordered 
graded and graveled. 
A resolution of intention to have the 
work done was adopted. 
A resolution of intention was adopted 
for the im provem ent of Tenth street, from 
N to R. 
B. Labs was awarded the contract for 
im proving S street, from Front to Second. 
Mr. M cLaughlin reported that the fol­ 
lowing sidewalks are in proper condition 
for condem nation, and were ordered re­ 
moved : 
J street north side—Nos. 217 to 231, in­ 
clusive; 301 to 323 ; 525 to 527; 601 to 
615; and on the south side from Eighth to 
N inth. 
Second street, east side—From L to the 
alley; west side, from the engine-house toK . 
Sixth street, west side—From J to K. 
I street, north side—From Filth to Sixth. 
A fine of $10 was ordered imposed on 
the sprinkling contractor (Burns) on Tenth 
street, between 1 and J, for having left the 
water runniDg during the night. 
On motion of Mr. M cLaughlin, an order 
was made that henceforth all sprinkling 
contractors be fined $10 for each offense of 
that nature.

TRUSTEE M'LAUGHLIN HAS HIS 
ON ITS 810,000 BOND. 
EYE 


H e D o esn ’t T h in k th e C om pany H a s A n y 


C laim to I ts F ra n ch ise, and 


W an ts it F o rfeited . 


Yesterday when the City Trustees were 
allowing dem ands for city lighting, the 
Mayor rem arked that he expected the Cen­ 
tral Electric Company to m ake 8 rebate to 
the city of the difference between its con­ 
tract price with the city and the rates be­ 
ing charged by the Capital Gas Company. 
Trustees 
M cLaughlin 
and W olf ex­ 
pressed sim ilar views. 
Mr. Myers, representing the Central Com­ 
pany, informed the Board that the new 
contract w ent into effect on the 20th of 
April, since which tim e the lights were to 
be furnished at the reduced rate. They 
had done the best they could, and had put 
up S00 poles, having between 90 and 100 
yet to erect. The company expected to 
light its new intersection lam ps by the 
20th of this m onth. Even now poles have 
to be set in water, and the workmen have 
to stand waist-deep, at times, in digging 
the holes. The company had been greatly 
hampered, but would have its system in 
running order by the tim e the sixty days 
extension would expire. 
Mr. McLaughliu intim ated that he did 
not believe the Central Electric Company 
owned anything here, and thought it ex­ 
hibited a great deal of assurance in selling 
out the citizens the way it had. In nis 
judgm ent Mr. Redding was “in” with the 
gas company in the commencement of the 
alleged injunction suit some tim e ago. 
Mayor Comstock read a letter from Mr. 
Redding on the subject, as follows: 
S an F b a n c isc o , C al., June 12.1890. 
Hon. If. I). Comstock, Mayor of the City of Sacra­ 
mento, and the Board of Trustees, Sacramento, 
Cat.—G e n tle m e n : A nswering th e letters ot the 
Mayor addressed to m e under date of June ‘2d 
and June 11th, in relerence to the electric light­ 
ing of the streets of Sacram ento, I w ould state: 
Our Superintendeut has reported to the office 
of the com pany th a t th e one hundred and 
twenty-live lights w ill be ready for operation 
on the 20th of this m onth in the city of Sacra­ 
m ento and can then be lighted up. This is iu 
accordance w ith the letters heretofore 
ad ­ 
dressed by m e to the Board of Trustees, and 
also in accordance w ith the s atem euts m ide 
by me before your honorable body. 
The Central Electric Company have arranged 
w ith the Capital Gas Company to pay them *21 
per light from and after April 20th for the forty- 
five lights now being used, aud the Central 
Electric Company will accept from the city the 
sum of $14 95 per light in full paym ent for said 
forty-five lights, w hich is at th e new rate 
Mr. 
Myers, our Superintendent, w ill receipt iu full 
ror the said forty-five lights from the city upon 
the paym ent to him , on our behalf, of $14 93 per 
light per m onth, and upon receiving th e sam e 
w ill hand to the Trustees receipts in full from 
th e Capital Gas Company. Of course, this ar­ 
rangem ent is only to extend from April 20th 
un til our one hundred and tw enty five lights go 
into operation, w hich, as I have above stated, 
w ill be on June 20th. 
We have a double force of m en at work in 
Sacram ento, com pleting our plant, and I am 
satisfied th at every possible effort is being m ade 
to give the city th e quantity and quality of 
light called for. T here have been m any causes 
for delay w hich, I trust your honorable body 
w ill duly appreciate. Yours respectfully, 
Jo se p h D. R ed d in g . 
A ttorney Central Electric Company. 
Mr. M cLaughlin said that, as far as he 
was concerned, he was iu favor of m ain­ 
taining the old service. There w ouldn’t 
be as m uch light, perhaps, but it would 
cost the city less. 
H e asked Mr. Myers if he had been ope­ 
rating the city lights under the terms of 
the contract with the Central Company— 
keeping the lamps lighted from one hour 
after sunset up to within an hour of sun­ 
rise, except on four nights preceding and 
four nights following the full moon. 
Mr. Mvers replied th at a contract had 
been made between the company and the 
Capital Gas Company, for the latter to fur­ 
nish lights until the former bad its system 
running, the same as bad been done. H e 
confessed that he had not known of the 
provision in the contract referred to—re­ 
garding the hours of lighting. 
Mr. M cLaughlin 
said 
the 
company 
should be requested to turn its franchise 
over to the city, as it had not kept faith 
with the latter, and to forfeit its bond of 
$1,000. 
The Mayor thought that the four days’ 
extra tim e asked for should be granted. 
The m atter was finally leferred to the 
City Attorney, to report on Thursday as to 
the power of the city to declare the bond 
forfeited.

T h e S u p ervisors W ra n g le A gain A b ou t 
th e A m ad or H oad. 
The Board of Supervisors held a special 
session yesterday forenoon for the purpose 
of disposing of a road m atter and other 
business left over from the last meeting. 
Chairman Ross presided, and all the other 
members were present. 
C. A. Luhrs and D. A. Lindley appeared 
before the Board in behalf of the Citizens’ 
Street Grading Company, and asked per­ 
mission for that company to run a street 
wagon on the public highway from tbe 
gravel pits into the city. 
Some of the Supervisors were in doubt 
as to the Board's jurisdictiou in the m at­ 
ter and an argum ent was the result. 
Mr. Greer was sure that tbe company 
could go ahead with its wagon without 
asking permission from the Supervisors. 
He considered.that they bad the right to 
go ahead, but would, of course, have to 
take chances on damage suits for runaways 
and the like. 
Mr. Bates thought that gates should be 
put on either end of the highway on which 
the wagon is to run, so as to divert teams 
into another road. 
Mr. Lindley informed the Board that, as 
certain people were m aking opposition to 
the wagon and had threatened to enjoin the 
company, it was thought advisable to bring 
the m atter before the Supervisors. 
After some more talk it was finally 
decided to refer the m atter to the District 
Attorney for hia opinion. 
Tbe Committee on Roads submitted a 
report on the m atter of the alleged obstruc 
tion by gates of the road leading into 
Amador county via Michigan Bar. The 
report was to the effect that the committee 
was in doubt as to w hether the road was a 
county road or not. It was also fonnd tbat 
another road ran parallel with this one and 
answered all the purposes. 
Mr. Tebbets, in order to show his oppo­ 
sition to tbe comm ittee's findings, moved 
to strike from the report all reference to tbe 
committee’s doubt as to w hether or not it 
was a county road.

THE NATURAL RESULT. 


W h y E l D o ra d o F in d s it N eoessary to 
P ro tec t H er D eer . 
A citizen of Yolo, who is probably medi­ 
tating a camping trip into E l Dorado coun. 
ty, desires to know w hat changes, i f any, 
have been made to the deer law in tbat 
county. 
Last w inter the Supervisors of E l Dorado 
becam e‘aroused to the fact that the deer 
of that county were rapidly becoming ex- 
erm inated, and passed an ordinance pro­ 
hibiting persons from killing deer there for 
a term of years. 
And it was high tim e 
such action was taken, or El Dorado would, 
in another season, have been as devoid of 
deer as the plains ot Sacramento. 
Campers and hide-hnnters had carried 
on such a persistent warfare against this 
noble game that they were becoming very 
scarce. 
But if the Supervisors of El Do­ 
rado stand up for a few years to tbe resolu­ 
tion they have made, the hills and valleys 
of the county will again teem w ith deer, 
and then they can perm it them to be shot 
under such restrictions as will prevent 
their total exterm ination. 
The officers of 
tbat county are not 
wholly blameless lor the wanton destruc­ 
tion of deer that has been going on there 
for. so long. 
A few years ago they were 
not satisfied to have the killing of deer re­ 
stricted to the open season prescribed by 
the general State law—from July 1st to 
November 1st—and extended tbe season 
one or two m onths. 
This was sim ply an 
invitation to tbe reckless class of alleged 
sportsmen to come there and slaughter 
deer, and they were not slow to avail them ­ 
selves of the opportunity. 
It is true tbat the present action of the 
El Dorado Supervisors will disappoint a 
great m anv decent men and sportsmen 
who never kill more deer than they require 
to eat during their sum m er camping tours, 
but they m ust learn to put up with their 
disappointm ent for awhile. 
This they can 
afford to do in view of the good times com­ 
ing, when herds of deer will take the 
places of flocks of sheep on the bills of El 
Dorado.

strated that this is a fact than that a great 
leader of the Republican financial policy of the 
United states (alluding to Senator Shermau), 
who had carried a single gold standard over 
two continents, had come forward in his speech 
and laid down at the feel of the double stand 
ard, and proclaimed that he was at last an ad­ 
vocate of silver money. 
Allison next addressed the Senate. He said 
he should vote for the House bill as amended 
by the Senate Finance Committee, as he con­ 
sidered it the wisest and best solution. The 
question to be considered was what currency 
could be safely substituted for the national 
bank circulation, 
’ih e judgment of the Fi­ 
nance Committteewas.aud he thought it would 
be the judgment of the Senate, that if the Gov­ 
ernment i-sned paper money, it should issue it 
ou something that was iu and of itself con­ 
vertible iuto legal tender money. 
Therefore 
the bill proceeded on the idea that whatever 
paper money should be used should be issued 
ou silver bullion purchased by tho Govern­ 
ment ou the market price. Why, he asked, had 
silver bullion been selected as a basis f ir that 
new paper m o n e y I t was because the public 
mind rested in the belief that sooner or later 
silver bullion would be coined acd become a 
part of the metallic currency, It was on that 
basis 
that 
he 
would 
vote 
for 
the 
bill. 
It 
was 
on 
that 
basis 
that 
he 
was willing that the coinage of silver dollars as 
uow provided for should cease. There were 
people who believed that the coined dollars iu 
the treasury were useless, and that it would be 
a wise public policy to cease that coinage. He 
for oue did not share that belief. He believed 
that it was just as well to continué them to the 
utmost limit, to four millions a month, but 
there was a large public opinion against that 
view, and therefore be consented that the bull­ 
ion should be left in the treasury uncoined. He 
did that more readily for the reason that he be­ 
lieved sooner or later the United States would 
have to change the number of grains of silver 
in the dollar, aud therelore the dollar now 
eoiued would be recoined. He was therefore 
willing that the bullion should be in the treas­ 
ury uutil it was known whether there would be 
an international agreement as to ratio. It was 
true the peuding bill provided that the bullion 
in the treasury should be coined for the re­ 
demption of treasury notes. Whatever might 
be the opinion of other Senators in that respect, 
he did not labor under the delusion that iu tho 
near future under the provisions of the House 
bill or the Seuate bill any additional silver dol­ 
lars would be issued. There were now more 
than 300,000,000 coined dollars in the treasury 
against which silver certificates had been issued, 
so, although these dollars belonged to the hold­ 
ers of the certificates, the certificates were pay­ 
able for public dues, and when they were re­ 
ceived into the Treasury they belonged to the 
Government of the United States ; so the Gov­ 
ernment would always have a working balance 
sufficient to redeem these treasury notes. He 
believed the only safe way to rehabilitate silver 
was to secure a concurrent agreement among 
the nations, whereby they would open their 
mints concurrently to the free coinage of silver 
of an agreed rate. So believing, he was willing 
to go on a- they were going ou now, tentatively, 
as it were, with a provision for the use of silver 
pending the negotiations that ought to be had 
for the res oration of silver on some agreed rate 
by the nations of the wond. Iu supporting the 
bill, he supported it ou the basis of an idea that 
the Government of the United States would 
use its power iu endeavoring to secure an agree­ 
ment whereby all the commercial nations of 
the world would use silver as gold was now 
used, at a rate agreed upon. He regarded the 
pending measure aud the unanimity 
with 
which it was supported as a complete justifica­ 
tion of the legislation which contemplated a 
minimum monthly coinage of two million sil­ 
ver dollars and a maximum of four millions. 
He was for the full aud complete restoration of 
silver as one of the eoiu metals of the world, 
and was willing to do what he could do to pro­ 
mote that desirable object. He could uot vote 
for the free coinage of silver at this lime, or any 
lime in ihe near future. He could not do so 
until every effort to secure the use ot silver by 
the commercial nations of the world was ex­ 
hausted. 
Vest commented upon the remark of Allison 
to the “ new-born zeai’’ of tbe Democratic Sen­ 
ators in the cause of the free coinage of-ilvcr, 
aud made a statement to show that it had al­ 
ways been a Democratic policy. If the Demo­ 
cratic party had said nothing on the silver 
question in their platform in lSSS, it was not 
because it had receded from the position it 
always held. 
It was because President 1 leve- 
• and was an Eastern m au—a New York man— 
who did not sympathize with the majority of 
his party on that question. 
Cleveland had 
come to the Presidency imbued with tbe preju­ 
dices of New York, aud was in one sense (as 
far as his opinion on silver was concerned) a 
sectional man- 
He had reason to believe now 
that Mr. Cleveland was better informed ou the 
subject. Vest declared on the silver question 
there was no middle ground. Silver must be 
put on the same basis as gold. 
Senators lug :11s and Wolcott expressed a de­ 
sire to address the Senate to-mor ow ou the 
silver bill. 
The Seuate then adjourned.
